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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board of Effingham: 


. I herewith submit my fourth annual report, it be- 
ing the eleventh in the series of such reports. 


For the year ending June 30, 1929, our schools 


showed an average attendance of 64 and an average 
membership of 66. The percent of attendance was 96, 
which is better than last year when it was 95. As 
superintendent ot schools, | appreciate the regularity 
with which most of the children attend school. Here 
are fine boys and girls to whom we owe the best oppor- 
tunities we can provide. 


I wish to speak particularly of the good manual 
work done at Center Effingham. Each spring this 
school puts on an exhibition of school work which will 
compare favorably with any of our rural standards. 
Exhibits of wood work and sewing accompany the 
regular drawing and color work. This exhibition has 
become an occasion for a real community gathering 
with a program, sale and sociability. 


The interesting graduation exercises of last June 
concluded with an outdoor calisthenic exercise which 
added to the interest of the occasion. 


Fedical Inspection 
Miss Harriet M. Curren is the school nurse. 


Last spring another dental clinic was held at 
which a large number of defects were remedied. It 
is a very excellent plan to have this clinic each year. 


It is planned that during the spring the state will 
assist in a pre-school Toxin Anti-toxin clinic. All par- 
ents should be especially interested in this preventative 
work. 
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All parents who have children to enter school next 
fall should see that they are vaccinated before Septem- 
ber, 


Repairs and Equipment 


During the summer the buildings were cleaned, 
the floors oiled and the furniture varnished. A hard 
wood floor was laid at Effingham Falls and new adjust- 
able seats installed. New curtains were also provided. 


The grading of the yard at Center Effingham has 
greatly improved its appearance and has made a much 
better playground. The building here is especially at- 
tractive with the new lawn in front and the name of the 
school above the doors. The inside is kept almost im- 
maculate by the exceedingly faithful and willing jani- 
tor, Mr. G. W. Ryan. 


At the Mountain a beginning has been made by 
the community of driving a well. Water is much 
needed and this project should be completed. A book 
closet should be provided in the schoolroom. 


For next year the Mountain schoolhouse should be 
painted outside and inside. The Center and the Falls 
should be whitened overhead. More slate blackboard 
should be provided at the Falls. Screens should be 
provided as needed. The yard at the Falls should be 
graded and fenced by the road. Since the Falls 
schoolhouse is unusually dark, I recommend installa- 
tion of electric lights. 


It is interesting to note that September 1, 1929 
was the tenth anniversary of the going into effect of 
the new state school law. Ata largely attended meet- 
ing of school boards in Concord in December, it was 
shown that school conditions had improved much dur- 
ing the last ten years. The average school year in 
rural towns has been lengthened to 36 weeks. More 
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children complete the eighth grade and go on to high 
school. More high school graduates enter post-sec- 
ondary schools. Fourteen high schools have been es- 
tablished in rural sections. HKivery town in the state 
has supervision. The health of the children is looked 
aitter by a nurse or physician. The Normal Schools 
have grown from 240 students to 924. Soon there 
will be a college or normal trained teacher for every 
school in New Hampshire. 


The future will demand better educated citizens. 
The children of today are the citizens of the future. 
Let us do every thing we can for the welfare of the 
pupils now in school.
